About Roberts' Advanee. 

London, March 2».— Conjecture as to 
Lord Roberts' advanee from IMocm- 
fonteln Is the topic of the day and Is 
likely to continue so if the British 
commander-in>chlef in South Africa 
conceals his movements as' carefully 
as he has done in the past. April 'i 
is set by various critics as the prob- 
able date of the departure of the main 
army from Bloemfontein. It is point- 
ed out that there will be over a week's 
hard marching Ix'fore Kroonstadt is 
reached, though there seems no cer- 
tainty that Kroonstadt will entirely 
occupy Lord Roberts' attention. Tho 
advance when it does occur will prob- 
ably be made by parallel columns 
along a broad front. The movements 
of the cavalry force and part of the 
Infantry towards Olrn can be con- 
strued as an actual advance, although 
they undoubtedly point to the import- 
ance of such a step, but only a small 
part of General Gatacre's forces have 
yet arrived at Bloemfontein. and un- 
til that movement is completed It in 
not likely Lord Roberts will start for 
Pretoria. 

KriiKor'H II<i( Heply.* 
Pretoria, .March 29.— Secretary llritz 
told of a series of communications be- 
tween the president and I.i0rd Sails- 
bury concerning thi> prisoners who 
were taken by the llritish at Doug- 
laaa, Cape Colony, and who, although 
Clwy became citizens of the Orange 
Free state, are being tried In Cape- 
town for high treason. Thf president 
sent a cablegram directly to Lord Sal- 
labuiry, demanding that the Douglass 
prisoners be treated only as prisoners 
of war and not as treasonable subjecti 
of her majesty, and stated that If tluy 
ware executed reprisals would be 
m«d4. Lord Salisbury replied that if 
one of the Pretoria prisoners were in- 
jured both President Steyn and Presi- 
dent Kruger would l)c liangcd at the 
conclusion of the war. The president 
thought that was harsh language to 
use and according to Mr. Reltz's state- 
ment, replied in effect: "do ahead 
with your hanging, l>nt remember that 
your son. Lord Edward Cecil, is in 
Mafeklng." Mr. Kruger has no reply 
to this measay e. 

Why kruger Laughed. 

Pretoria, March 29.— Mr. Kruger ex- 
plalne<l at length the efforts which the 
British authorities made to seal up 
Ti^'taM bay aad then told of the mes- 
sage he sent to Ix)rd Salisbury con- 
cerning it. He said he refused to hare 
any more correspondence with Mr. 
Chamberlain, but frequently cabled to 
Lord Ballabury. In one cablegram he 
asked Ix)rd Salisbury to allow food- 
stuffs to enter through Delagoa bay or 
they would be compelled to feed the 
8,000 BrlUsb prlsoheri In Pretoria on 
maiie porridge. Lord Salisbury did 
not reply, but a message signed 
"Chamberlain" explained that the 
embargo on foodstuffs had been raised 
three days before. Mr. Kruger laughed 
heartily when he told that the Cham- 
berlain message was telegraphed back 
to Lord Salisburg with the query, 
"U this true?" The president added: 
"lAfcatemot beard from ObMnberlain 
al^;" and laugbed for fnlly half a

Brussele, March 29.— Dr. Leyds. the 
diplomatic agent of the Transvaal, has 
drawn the attention of the Egyptian 
aad Turkish goTemments to the fact 
that the British government in the

The prisoner 
was committed to await requisition 
papers and a certified copy of an In- 
dictment which the police say has 
()een found In phlcago against Morow 
on a charge that he embezzled 911,000 
of the funds of E. W. I^ee estate of 
that city, which the prisoner acted in 
tiie capacity Of agODt duHng the last 

two years. 



Fears For li Vessel. 
Philadelphia, March 29.— Fears are 
expressed regarding the safety of the 

British four-masted bark Dunnstaff- 
nago. Captain D. S. Forl)es, which 
sailed from this city Fe>bruary 9 for 
Hiogo, Japan, with a cargo of refined 
oil In cases. The last heard of the 
Dunnstaffnage was the Information 
that on March 6 she had collided 
with and sunk the British steamer 
Vernona Just north of tha ^uator. 
After the collision Captain Forbea re- 
ported to the captain of the German 
steamship Pernambuso which rescued 
the Vernona's crew and that he would 
endeavor to reach Bamadoea. 

War With Russia. 

Seattle, Wash.. March 29.— The gov- 
ernment transport Garonne, from Ma- 
nila, February 17, has arrived from 
quarantine with news of active prepa- 
rations in military naval departments 
of Japan for war with Russia. The 
Russian fleet at Nagasaki has dlsre- 
g:!rded the authorities and anchored 
where it plea.sed. The war spirit is 
said by Captain Conrad of the Ga- 
ronne to be strong In Japan on ac- 
count of the csar'a seeret attempt to 
great influence In Korea In violation of 
tue treaty. 

Arrest of Demlog. 

San Francisco, March 29.— Captain 
Peter C. Deming, assistant commis- 
sary of subsistence of the United 
states volunteers, is rj.nder arrcpt at 
.\leatraz island. It is alleged that his 
returns to the war department indi- 
cate the existence of a considerable 
deficit An investigation Is being 
made into the case. S. W. Ciroesbeck, 
judge advocate of the nti>;irtnient of 
California, is said to be preparing 
formal charges against him in compli- 
ance with orders from Washington. 

' Katlonal l*ol|cy Holders. 

, Cincinnati, Man b 29.— James T. 
Mlnehart of Columtius, O., president of 
the I'olii y Holders' National union, 
addressed the Business Men's club on 
the bill pending In the Ohio leglsla 
tare for a stxte fire marshal. Under 
the Massachusetts law for better con 
ditions and detective work. President 
Mlnehart said incendiary fires had 
been reduced from 16 to 4 per cent 
An organization was made here fo: 
Kentucky like that in Ohio, making 16 
states thus organized. 

To Name u C'lialriiian.

New York, March 29.— The incorpor- 
ation at Trenton. N. J., of the Ameri- 
can Sheet Steel company completes, 
it Is said, Mie "Sheet steel trust." The 
incorporation fee wa.s J10,400. This 
fee and that of |32,000 paid a day or 
two since by the Carnegie company 
made a snm luAeieBt to pay the an- 
nual salarleo of the state ofBcers. 

Coal For Rott«r<laas> 
Philadelphia, March 29.->The Prince- 
Keystope line steamer Dutch Prince 

Is taking on a cargo at this port of 
500 tons of bituminous coal for Rot- 
terdam. Thia is believed to be the 
first consignment of soft coal from 
Philadelphia to the Netherlands and 
It is eivpccted other larger shipments 
will be made In the near future.

THE SEN^E DELAYS FINAL ACTION 



On the HuttM AMendtnent to the Ror.< 
olutlon For Bine Die Adjuuru* 
ment Until Wednesday 
of Next Week. 



Columbts, O., March 29.— Governor 
Nash heard a voice from the house. It 
was the defeat of the one bill above 
all others he desired to have passel. 
the bill Introduced in the senate ii.v 
Mr. Patterson, to abolish the prcM n- 
board of pardons and create iu its 
stead a board of pardon advisers. The 
bill was passed by the senate some 
time ago practically without oppu.<i- 
tion. 

Some of the Republicans who di 1 
not vote do not approve of the atti- 
tude the administration, state as well 
as national, maintains towarl Howard 
Mannington"s candidacy for secretary 
of state. They are follov/ers of Mr, 
Daugherty. ' 

The bill was snowed under by a 
vote of only 39 yeas to 22 nays, 4S 
member.^ aljsent or not voting. 

Five Democrats voted for the bill, 
but Adams and Raub afterward 
changed their votes to no. 

To make the defeat certain a mo- 
tion by Mr. Adama to reconsider was 
voted down. 

The delegation of school teachers 
from Cleveland was made happy by 
the passage of the pension bill for 
Clev(dand school teachers. Mr. 
Mackenzie was the only member of 
the Cuyahoga delegation who opposed 
the blU. 

Dr. Love's bill to provide a com- 
mission to investigate as to the l)(>st 
methods for exterminating the San 
Jose scale and other infections of or- 
chards, was reported with a number 
of amendments as to the details of the 
bill, and was taken up for final consid- 
eration Immediately after the noon 
recess. 

The anti-San Jose scale bill passed 
the house, but the api)roprlation was 
reduced from $2."),000 to $1.').000. 

The following bills were reported 
by eomitolttees with recommendation 
for passage: By Mr. Magee, to reap- 
proprlate unappropriated balances of 
the appropriation made in 1898 for the 
erection of the state house annex; by 
Mr. Hendley, providing that county 
boards of equalisation must complete 
their work not later than fourth Mon- 
day in September, but may lie called 
together by the auditor to act as a 
board of revision to correct errors or 
readjust valuations; by Mr. Gear, to 
authorize fraternal and beneficial so- 
cieties to m:ike piM-manent investment 
of surplus funds In real estate. 

Mr. Arthur's bill to compel saloons 
to be closed Memorial day was on the 
calendar. When It was reached Mr, 
P(dloi Iv moved that furtlM i- consiil' i - 
ation of the bill be postponed two 
weeks, which carried by a vote of -is 
to 24. This Is practically the same 
thing as an Indefinite postponement 
because, should the bili pass in :wo 
weeks, there would scarcely be time to 
get it through the senate before ad- 
journment 

In the Senate. 

When tlie Rolierts park biil (Cleve- 
land) was reached on third reading, 
the friends of the bill were surprised 
to find that Senator Elmer had chang- 
ed front and was now opposing It He 
moved to postpone to next Wednes- 
day. As this made it too late to elect 
at theuoHmlgg oMetkm, ander the biU, 
the effect was defeat so far as the 
present situation is concerned. Sen- 
ator Ix>ng opposed It, but had no sup- 
port Blmer's motion prevailed.. 

WliMi PatterisM'a vo^ng machine 
bill Was reached In the senate. Sen- 
ator Harding proposed a referendum 
amendment. There was no opposition 
to this, the friends of the measure 
realizing that It could not go through 
without a provision giving the peoplf^ 
the right to vote on the adoption of 
the machines. As amended the bill 
passed — vote 23 ayes and no noes. 

The Archer Joint resolution for 
final adjournment providing, as 
amended by the house to make the 
date .\i)rll 16, was read in tho senate. 
Senator Archer mOved that the senate 
concur in the amendment Senator 
LoQff moved the postponement of the 
motion to ilext Wednesday. This mo- 
tion prevailed and the senate will 
bold its decision until the middle of 
next week. Only three senator voted 
for Immediate ttctlon on the resolu- 
tion. 

At Senator Marchant'.-t request his 
mileage book bill was once more post- 
DOBed to next Wednesday. 



Senator Myi rs' ( iK'tret hill cann- 
hack from the committee with a few- 
amendments— most of them technical. 
Those that go Into the matter of the 
bill tend to make It more drastic. 

Senator Mardings l)ill. amending 
the law of libel, also came from the 
committee in the form of a substitute, 
lit provides that where it is proved 
that the alleged libel was printed un- 
der honest misapprehension, and the 
publisher at once made a full and pub- 
lic retraction, malice cannot be pre- 
sumed, but must be proved. 

NOTABLE OBSEQUIES. 

Keiimliis of I>r. Isiac >I. Wi^e N'icwed 
by 'I hon'MiKlo. 

Cincinnati, March 2i).— The funeral 
of Dr. Isaac M. Wise has brought to 
this city a large gathering of rabbis 
as well as of other Hebrews. Over 
three columns of tebgrams of condo- 
lence are published in the local pa- 
pers, including cablegrams from Min- 
ister Strauss at Constantinople and 
others In Europe. In addition to those 
from congregations and institutions 
there were telegrams, many fro.n 
Christians. The family funeral oc- 
curred at an early hoar at the resi- 
dence. Then the remains lay in state 
at the Plumb Street temple from S:;iu 
a. m. until 10 a. m., where constantly 
moving lines of people viewed the re- 
mains. Business was suspended by all 
Hebrews in this clly. The graduates 
of tlie Hebrew L'nion college, from all 
parts of the country were largely re- 
ported among the visitors. The altar 
was elaborately d raped, thla drapery 
will remain 30 days. 

The drapery In the chamber of Dr. 
Wise was ordered to remain one year 
and. the trustees will not have this de- 
partment occupied for one year. The 
active pall-bearers were from the 
graduating class of the Union Hebrew 
college and the honorary pall-bearers 
were the truvtees of the temple, past 
presidents and charter members with 
two members each from other congre- 
gations. 

A cold rain added to the feeling ot 
gloom, but the services were carlred 
out as planned. The temple was 
wholly inadequate to accommodate the 

throng. 

After the services at the church a 
long line of carriages followed the 
remains to the cemetery In Walnut 
Hills, some three miles distant, where 
a prayer w.is offered by Charles S. 
Levi of Peoria, 111., and the body was 
left In Its last resting place. 

Tlie Iron Trade. 
Cleveland, March 29. — The Iron 
Trade Review says: "The end of the 
Carnegie Steel company litigation, the 
formation of the Carnegie company 
with $I<;0,(i(iO,(tOO ciipital and tlie 
launching of the new American bteol 
Sheet company make the paat week 
the most noteworthy of the year thus 
far. The developments concerning the 
Carnegie company are received witli 
general satisfaction in trade as guar- 
anteeing the continued strength of the 
strongest producer and averting divis- 
ion that could only cause weakness. 
The market changes of the week have 
not been so noteworthy aa the corpor- 
ate movements. The campaign for 
lower prices for Iron and steel pro- 
ducts has given rise to some bearish 
reports, published at New York and 
freely wired across the country. 

Herbert Oladntone's Views. 

London, March 29.- Speaking at a 
breakfast of the Liberal agents at 
Nottingham, Herbert Gladstone, son 
of the late William E. Gladstone, and 
member of parliament for West Leeds, 
declared that nearly all the Liberals 
bad agreed in regard to the settlement 
of the South African question; that 
it was the duty of the government to 
make a recurrence of the war Imposi- 
ble and to show the world that British 
power in South Africa was predomi- 
nant and that the British flag must 
wave over the whole of South Africa. 

Abandoned Investigation. 
New York, March 29.— The grand 
Jury has abandoned its investigation 
injto the alleged wrecking of the Third 
Avenue Railway company. This fact 
was announced by Assistant District 
Attorney Unger, who laid he advised 
that body to discontinue the inquiry 
because there Is nothing to show the 
violatlwi of any criminal laws. The 
investigation into the company's affairs 
begun after the reorganifatlon ot the 
corporation and its merging into the 
Metropolitan system. 

Frankfort, Ky., March 29.— toutb 
Trimble, speaker of tho Kentucky 
house, was announced as a candidate 
for the Democratic nomlnatlpn for 
congres.s In the Seventh district. Mrs. 
Kmma Gray Cromwell, secretary of the 
Ladies' Goebel monument fund com 
mlttee, estimates that 910,000 has been

Washington, March 29.— A concur- 
rent resolution offered by Mr. Culber- 
son of Texas in the senate, directing 
the secretary of war and the secretary 
of the navy to iieep reasonably advised 
the families of wounded soldiers and 
sailors of the condition of the men, 
was agreed to. 

Consideration of the Porto Rii an 
tariff and government was then re- 
sumed. Mr. Beverldge (Ind.) ad- 
dressed the senate in support of a 
proposition for tree trade between 
the L'uited Stsits and the island of 
Porto Uico. 

Among other things, Mr Beverldge 
said: "For various reasc is 1 favor 
immediate reciprocity, and I shall go 
on I'e.oKi .IS voting for ameutimc nts 
giving inunediate and uudetitricted 
freedom of trade to our Islanda of 
Porto Uico, but if we, In the senate, 
believe that Porto Rico should have 
reciprotity at once are not able to so 
amend the bill here, I shall, after vot- 
ing for reciprocity amendments, vote 
for the civil government bill as modi- 
fied by the committee because we must 
not deny civil government to tlie peo- 
ple of Porto Rico a moment longer, 
and because the ^ill as modified in- 
sures free trade with Porto Rico as 
soon as the civil government of that 
island provides a system of taxation 
of its own. 

"So that the sooner Porto Rico gets 
civil government the quicker it will 
get free trade under the modifications 
which the commltee have made to the 
bilL 

"I should be glad if the bill could 
be so separated that we might vote 
for civil government without the rev- 
enue feature, altlumgli the crj.-p.mittt o 
have modified that feature so as to 
insure early freedom of trade. 

"Buit as the bill stands, unless we 
can amend It we must vote for it as 
modified liy the (uminittee or el,-e 
vote against civil goverunieut alto- 
gether and civil government, must no 
longer be denied to the people of Porto 
Rico. 

Delay of civil govoinnicnt to tlir.'-e 
people is denial of justice. And so I 
shall vote for the civil government 
bill because it does establish civil 
government at once and because un- 
der the modifit ation by the committee, 
it also establishes absolute reciprocity 
In the near future, it ought to estab- 
lish unrestricted trade instantly and 
it may be that the house will so amend 
it if we should not so amend it here." 

Xo More Heraps.

11;. • evidence 
was on uniniport.tnt dinil.^ until 
Governor Steunenberg was que-' oued 
as to a recent petition from the Couer 
d' Alene district asking the secretary 
of war fo retain fed> ial troops there. 
This jjetitiou has not yet been pre- 
sented to the federal authorities and 
the committee went into executive 
session to determine what to do 
with the doi ument. The committee 
decided in executive session to file the 
petition from the Couer d' Alenes 
with the secretary of war and in the 
meantime It will not be made public. 

Report Is Agreed to* 

Washington, March 29.— The con- 
ference report on the diplomatic and 

•onsular appropriation hill was agreed 
to by the senate soon after It con- 
vened. 



New York, March 29.— The United 
States transport Sedgewlck, CaptAin 
Hendricks, arrived from Havana and 
Gibara with SI cabin passengers and 
66 discharged and furloughed soldiers, 
civilians, etc. The Sedgewlck brought 
nearly |i, 000,000 in specie and a large 
quantity of Cuban products for the 
forthcoming Paris expoeition. While 
at Gibara, March 25, 18 members of 
the transport's crew refused to obojr 
the oMcer's orders. They were placed 
in irons and brought to this port for 
trial. There were also five gehCml 
prisoners on board from H.ivana.
